Superintendent Hartwell 
pointed 


out the changed conditions, partic- 
ularly those which 
had placed a 


heavier responsibility on the pub- 
lic schools. He said that Americana 
were considered the most lawless 
people and to have the least respect 
for authority.

congressional com m ittee to be pre­

The progress of prohibition stands 
out as the m arvel of the age, Mr.

The 
most important method in controll- 
ing the pest is by burning the place 
where it winters. Professor Swenk 
said the chinch bug winters in the 
grass along the fence rows, ravines 
and meadows and in rubbish near 
the fields. He urged that rubbish 
piles and grass be burned off dur- 
ing the fall. Close mowing of pas- 
tures also enables the winter freez- 
ing and thawing: to'kill out many 
of the insects.

. TAX REDUCTION WITHOUT 


POLITICS. 


Word comes from 
Washington 
that senate and 


house committees, engaged in the task of formulating 
a' tax reduction program, had agreed to eliminate 
partisanship. 


It seems hardly possible. 
And yet, if the issues with reference to the reduc- 


.tions could be settled without political alignments, 
the country would have reason to feel grateful. After 
all is said taxation is primarily an economic issue. 
Both democrats and republicans, if they are in sym- 
pathy with the sentiment which overwhelmingly pre- 
vails in this country, should be interested in keeping 
the tax bill down to the minimum. It Is a matter in 
which no political party 
should claim or receive 


credit. Reduction of taxes indirectly or directly bene- 
fits all classes of citizens irrespective of political af- 
filiation. It is in the interest of everyone, or at least 
should be. 


Only when attempts are made to confer greater 


benefits upon one class or group than upon others is 
Ihe subject projected into the arena of politics. F.or 
this reason Mr. Mellon and others high In the ad- 
yninistration should go slow in pushing certain pro- 
posals which they have made. 
Mr. Mellon is ono of 


America's richest men. His sympathies are witty the 
rich. He understands their problems fully. He Hvcs 
and moves in this atmosphere and the views of the 
rich are the views of Mr. Mellon. That is not an un- 
fair analysis, we take it, of the attitude of the secre- 
tary of the treasury with reference to tax reduction. 


It is with reality which Mr. Mellon is dealing-. He 


and his friends may have plenty of theory to support 
the contentions which he advances. The hardboil"d 
facts do not always bear them out. Mindful of this 
situation congress may be expected to pattern a tax 
bill embodying in some things the wishes of the ad- 
ministration but at the same time representative of 
ciy.stullized sentiment in this country. 


To avoid partisan differences, it has been announced

THE WAR UPON RATS. 


To some people the killing of rats may appear to 


be a rather trivial business for a. city of the 'preten- 
sions of Lincoln to engage in, but as a matter of fact 
it is one" of the most important enterprises that could 
be undertaken. 
In 
New York City a regular rat 


extermination squad was organized a number of years 
ago and although thousands of the pests are killed 
every week, there is no appreciable diminution in 
their number. This is because the rat is such a pro- 
lific breeder, the female giving birth to ten or twelve 
litters each year and each litter being of from ten 
to fourteen. 
If persistent war were not made upon 


the rodents they would soon Overrun the earth. 


Rats, as is quite well known, are among the most 


destructive animals 
In the world. 
Few, however, 


realize the tremendous damage they do every yea''. 
A careful estimate of this places the annual destruc- 
tion in the "United States at $200,000,000 and this is 
in addition to the food which they eat. 
Those who 


have made a study of the rat problem believe that 
there are just about as many rats in, the country as 
there are human, beings, or maybe a few more, and 
t costs one cent a day to board each one of them. 
The board bill of the rats and mice in the United 
States is fixed at about $548.000,000 per year. 


It is not their destructiveness alone, however, that 


makes animals undesirable denizens, for the rat in 
particular is known to be a persistent disease car- 
rier. This animal persistently carries the germs of 
bubonic plague, trichinosis, foot and mouth disease, 
dysentery, influenza and other maladies most diffi- 
cult to combat. 


The rat is believed to be a native of central Asia 


and did not make its appearance in the United States 
until 1775, coming here from England, where it first 
anded in 172S. It infests ships and in this manner 
makes its way to the most distant parts of the world. 
All vessels in these later years, when docking have 
their hawsers fitted with shields to prevent the rats 
climbing up these lines and modern docks are built 
of concrete so as to keep the rodents from housing 
themselves to any great extent. 


Modern, well built cities do not afford the refuge 


for rats that they find in the older ones, but a per- 
.sistcnt warfare upon the pests is an absolute ne- 
cessity. 


SETTING A POOR EXAMPLE. 


Should those whose business it is to administer and 


enforce the laws be personally immune from and 
privileged to violate the same laws they are supposed 
to be carrying out? 


The attorney general of Nebraska has been appealed 


to by citizens of Frontier and Hitchcock counties 
who say they are anxious to break up bootlegging 
and gambling in their part of the state, in behalf of 
a special agent whom they had employed for that 
purpose, who has been arrested and faces prosecution 
on a charge of giving liquor to a youth. 


Just what the circumstances were surrounding this 


transaction are not disclosed. Possibly the law en- 
forcement agent was posing; as a member of \.he boot- 
logging profession in order to get the inside of things, 
so he could secure evidence to convict persons en- 
gaged in the traffic, and gave the boy the moonshine 
as a means of getting him to tell what he knew. Per- 
haps the idea was that if the young fellow drank it 
and became intoxicated, he 
spondingly confidential. 


The question then arises: 


•would 
become corre- 


Does the end in view 


justify the means? Is it right and proper for a dry 
agent to dispense booze, even for the purpose of get- 
,ting the goods on illicit purveyors of it? 


This might be answered by propounding another 


query: 


Would it be all right for an officer of the law while 


on the trail of baijk robbers to turn bandit himself 
and hold up a few bank cashiers so as to make-him- 
self solid with 'the criminal clement and thus make 
it easier to identify and capture the guilty persons? 


All this presupposes that the man charged with tho 


•business of enforcing laws is acting with a good mo- 
tive. But it is not inconceivable that 
a prohibition 


enforcing officer might have a little circle of friends 
whom he would like to favor by presenting them wiih 
liquor. 
Or, he might be impelled to refrain from 


furnishing evidence against 
persons 
known to be 


carrying on the traffic in wet goods? It is a matter 
of common knowledge that many dry agents have 
been dismissed from the federal enforcement service 
because it was found that they were In league with 
bootlegg-ers and rum runners. 


The judgment of most law-abiding citizens is that 


administrators of the law and agents commissioned 
to detect violations should themselves keep within 
the la\v. H is not an inspiring example to people 
who obey the statutes to have peace officers or their 
employes infringing- the laws 
for 
the purpose of 


leading others to fracture them, or even- to catch 
chronic lawbreakers.

A WORLD BANK. 


Modern peoples have seen the giuwth of banking 


from private enterprises to such empire builders as 
the Bank of Kngland but the world finance compact 
now proposed by a German financial paper goes far 
beyond the financial dreams of the past.

Y,ork world finance compacts are being prepared hy 
which world peace really will be guaranteed," says 
an article in the Deutsche Bergwerks Zeitung, thu 
organ of heavy industry in the lihincland and in tho 
Ruhr. 


President Hjalmar Schacht is now in the United 


State and his visit is said by the paper to be a mis- 
sion for arranging details of the compact. 


When seeming self-interest combined with 
race 


hatreds to make war a necessity every few years, as 
has been European history in the past, it took more 
than a Hague tribunal or any other machinery that 
could be set up to stay opposing armies. Now the 
League of Nations is doing its best to obviate hatreds, 
and is encouraging, cither directly or by the condi- 
tions which have resulted from its regime, the es- 
tablishment oC a compact which will make men soe 
it is against their interest to fight. 


The Bank of England, for instance, guaranteeing 


Great Britain's gold standard, has been instrumental 
in curbing strife 
within the 
empire. 
The United 


States treasury system by which currency in all the 
states has been kept at a paryand equal has had the 
same effect in America. But the two schemes have 
been Insufficient to discourage strife beyond the po- 
litical limits of those nations. 


Now, when the league is ably taking care of the 


political details of world understanding, forces called 
up by it are striving to insure its economic welfare. 
The league is doing all it bargained for but the world 
is in a fair way to reap double benefiis. 


SMITH ALONE GAINS.

THE IMPORTANCE OF BREAST FEEDING 


Mrs. JQ.—It is estimated that ut least 96 per cent of the mothers? 


can nurse their babies, and they should for breast fed babies have a 
much greater chance of life than the artificolly fed babies. 


There is no milk from the breast for the first two or three days. A 


substance—colustrum—*j secreted, however. Nature undoubtedly in- 
tends the baby to have this. It has_ been shown that it has some vit- 
amins and a goodly amount of nutriment.and it is laxative. Usually the 
baby is put to the breast within six hours after birth, and then regu- 
larly every four hours. 


The baby should be firiven water very freely during this period. The 


custom in foreign countries of feeding: the baby a little sugar water has 
had some recognition by some children specialists recently, but others 
believe that this makes the baby less eager to nurse, and so may mean 
the beginning of complete weaning. If at the end of the week there is 
not sufficient breast milk, small amounts of a milk formula may be 
given, but it should be given only in small amounts, after each nursing, 
instead of replacing the nursing. 


One of the causes of insufficient supply of breast milk is due to the 


fact that the baby does not suck strong enbug-b., so there is incomplete 
emptying- of the mothers' breasts. This can be overcome by manual 
milking- oJ the breasts after each nursirrg. The technique is as follows: 


Grasp the breast firmly between the thumb and index finger, just 


back of the areola (the colored ring). Press firmly together and then 
make a suddsn stripping motion towards the nipple. This will re- 
quire practice, but if persisted in, a good stream of milk can be ejected. 
This milk can be given to the baby rather than an artificial ftrmula. 


This method of milking the breasts is useful in acute inflammations 


of the breast, to keep up the milk supply and to relieve the engorgement, 
and in inverted nipples. (During the pre-natal period, if the nipples are 
inverted, massaging and pulling- on them gently, several times a day, -will 
oftentimes remedy this condition.) 


Oftentimes, if the baby apparently is not gaining normally it is 


better to liave him nurse every three hours instead of every four. When 


• - I was practicing, I discarded the four-hour schedule after a trial, and 


went back to the three-hour schedule, for the first two or three months. 
I found my babies gained better. However, there is no doubt that a 
robust baby will do on the four-hour schedule.

Mrs. H.—All baby boys are born with normal adhesions of the fore- 


skin. If, every day when the baby has his bath, the foreskin is pushed 
back a little, in a short n'me the pait will be free. Underneath will al- 
ways be found a ring: of pure white substance known as smepna, and 
this can be gently wiped away. The part should then be dusted with a 
little boracic acid and smeared with vaseline. 


A mother can do this work and has to, if she is where a physician 


cannot be called, but ordinarily it is bettter for the physician to do this. 
It is always very important to get theforeskin back after freeing it, of 
course. Sometimes considerable force has to be used. 


Many physicians i5el> ve that it is better for all baby boys to be cir- 


cumcised, but others do not hold with this. In some cases it is very nec- 
essary. 
It is a custom in the Jewish religion to circumsise around the 


eighth day.

To some people the killin g of rats m ay appear to 
be a rath er trivial busin ess for a city of the preten ­ 
sion s of Lin coln to en gage In , but a.s a m atter of fact 
it Is on<5 of the most Im portan t en terprises th at could 
be un d ertaken . 
In 
New York City a regular ra t 
ex term in ation squad was organ ized a n um ber of years 
ago an d although thoirsn n d s of the pests are killed 
every week, there Is n o appreciable d imin ution in 
their n umber. 
This is because the rat is such a pro ­ 
lific breed er, the female givin g birth to ten or twelve 
litters each year an d each litter bein g of from ten 
to fourteen . 
If persisten t w ar were n ot m ad e upon 
the rod en ts they would soon overrun the earth. 
Hats, as Is quite well kn own , are amon g the most 
d estructive an im als 
In 
the world . 
Few, how'ever, 
realize the trem en d ous d amage they d o every year. 
A careful estim ate of this places the an n ual d estruc­ 
tion In the Un ited States at $200,000,000 an d this is 
In ad d ition to the food which they eat. 
Those who 
have m ad e a stud y of the rat problem believe that 
there are just about as m an y rat* ii\ the coun try as 
there are hum an bein gs, or maybe a few* more, an d 
It costs on e cen t a d ay to board each on e of them. 
The board bill of the rats an d mice in the L’n ited 
States Is fix ed a t about $548,000,000 per year. 
It Is n ot their d estructiven ess alon e, however, th at 
makes an im als un d esirable d en izen s, for the rat in 
particular is kn own to be a persisten t d isease c a r ­ 
rier. 
Thl-s an im al persisten tly carries the germs of 
bubon ic plague, trichin o.sis, foot an d m outh d isease, 
d ysen tery. In fluen za an d other malad ies most d iffi­ 
cult to combat. 
The rat Is believed to be a n ative of cen tral Asia 
an d d id n ot make Its appearan ce in the I ’n ltcd States 
un til 1775, comin g here from En glan d , w here It first 
lan d ed In 1728. 
It in fests ships an d in this m an n er 
makes Its way to the most d istan t parts of the world . 
-All vessels in these later years, when d ockin g have 
their haw sers fitted with shield s to preven t the rats 
climbin g up these lin es an d mod ern d ocks are built 
of con crete so a.s to keep the rod en ts from housin g 
them.selves to an y great ex ten t. 
Mod ern , well built cities d o n ot afford the refuge 
for rats that they fin d in the old er on c.s, but a jier- 
.si.sten t w arfare upon the pests is an absolute n e- 
ee.ssity. 


A WO RLD BANK. 
Mod ern peoples have seen the growth of ban kin g 
from prlv’ate en terprises to such empire build ers a.s 
the Ban k of En glan d but the world fin an ce compact 
n ow proposed by a Herman fin an cial paper goes far 
beyon d the fin an cial d ream s of the pa.st.

ty itself, but has mad e smooth the way so th at other 
perm an en t In fluen ces can cemen t the peace.

Usually the 
baby is put to the breast w ithin six hours after birth, an d then reg u­ 
larly every four hours. 
The baby should be given w ater very freely d urin g this period . The 
custom in foreign coun tries of feed in g the baby a little sugar w ater has 
had some recogn ition by some clilbiren .spaciuli.sts recen tly, but others 
believe th a t this m akes the baby Ic.ss eager to n urse, an d so m ay mean 
the begin n in g of complete wean in g. 
If a t the en d of the week there is 
n ot sufficien t breast milk, small am oun ts of a milk form ula may l>e 
given , but it should he given on ly in small am oun ts, after each n ursin g, 
in stead of replacin g the n uivsin g. 
On e of the causes of In sufficien t supply of breast milk is d ue to the 
fact th a t the baby d oes n ot suck stron g en bugli, so there is in complete 
ern id yin g of the m others' breasts. 
This can bo overcome by m an ual 
milkin g of the breast.s after each n ursiirg. 
The techn ique is us follows: 
Hrusp the breast firmly betw'een the thum b an d In d ex fin ger, just 
back of the areola (the colored rin g). 
Press firmly together an d then 
make a sud d en strippin g motion tow ard s the n ipple. 
This w'ill re ­ 
quire practice, but if persisted in , a good stream of milk can be ejected . 
This milk can he given to the baby rath er than an artificial fbrmula. 
This method of milkin g the breasts is useful In acute in flam m ation s 
of the breast, to keep up the milk supply an d to relieve the en gorgemen t, 
an d In In verted n ipples. 
(D urin g the p re-n atal period , if the n ipples are 
in verted , m assagin g an d pullin g on them gen tly, .several times a d ay, will 
often tim es remed y this con d ition .) 
Often times, if the baby apparen tly is n ot gain in g n orm ally it is 
better to lia v e him n urse every three hours in stead of every four. W hen 
I W'as practicin g, 1 d iscard ed the fo ur-hour sched ule after a trial, an d 
w'en t back to the throe-hour sched ule, for th e first two or three mon ths. 
I foun d my babies gain ed better. However, there is n o d oubt th a t a 
robust baby will d o on the four-hour schi d ulc.
